•Inch By Enropean War. 

Tlie followinjr from Ck>l. W.P. W«Uon 
in llie Lexington Herald, will be read 
wiib much inlerMl b«r«, where tbe 
Colonel hu many friends and admirers: 

"Colonel W. V. WhUo i. the veierao 
newspaper maa and one uf the best in- 
formed men on fioanekl questions in 
Lexington, was asked last nitrlit for liis 
views regarding ibe eifect of the Eu- 
ropean war upon American finances. 
He made tlie followinjr statement: 

"1 know' very UiUe of financial ques- 
tions, but I lhanic yon for (ha eompH- 
meni of inquiry, as the o'd negro did 
wben asked if be could change a #20- 
bill— more money than he evnr had in 
his life at one timo. 

"Since you ask me, however, it is my 
opinion that while the flnanoee of this 
country will necessarily bo afFected for 
ilie time-l>eing by the war in Europe, 
and while there will be % rMdJuiAmeai 
in values, there will b* Bopsaie ia faan- 
cial circles bare. 

"OoBffreae is wlaeiy provMtaf for an 
emergency currency to llie amount of 
over a billioa dollars, which will be 
issued to baaks on |fHm« WNDmercial 
paper, up "o 125 per cent of their capi- 
tals and surpluses. This will eliminate 
the desire to board cash and make good 

assets liquid as they were not in the 
panics that caused so much loss and 
aafferiaf. The Naw York banks are 
already issuing clearing boaan oerlifl- 
caies and steps are being takna to stem 
the tide of gold to Bnropn. 

'The situation mi?ht have been bet- 
ter had the Federal llcserve system 
been permitted to go into operaticn. 
which was prevented by the Ivcpublican 
Senators aud a few unpatriotic i)ein«- 
erats by (ha failure to confirm President 
Wilson's nominations for the Reserve 
Board. 

"lam not of those who believe that 
his country will profit greatly by the 
war. 'War is hell,' as Gen'l Sherman 
said, and no good ever comes from it. 
Foodstuffs will advance and the farmers 
will get more for their QToducls, but the 
consumer will be confronted with an ad- 
dional high cost of living, as be, too, 
will have to pay tbe increased price. 
This coontry having rraetieally no mer- 
chant marine, the movement of food- 
slulTs will be handicapped, since Eng- 
land, France and Oermeny could not 
handle tbe business as now. I am opti- 
mistic enough to believe, however, that 
everything will work out satisfactorily 
in tbe end and that this country will not 
be very seriously affected one way or 
lbs other."

5ome Facts In Regjard To 
Crimson Clover. 

f'rimson clover is a cover and green 
manure crop of such value that every 
farmer in tlie State of Kentucky could 
find use for it on his farm. No oiiier 
cropgrowii for similar purt'oses possesses 
as many advantages as crimson clover. 
Seedinj; is cheap — an important eoasid- 
eration. It may be seeded late in I he 
summer after small grain crops are re- 
moved or in cultivated oropsafter culti- 
vation ceases. It protects the soil dur- 
ing tbe winter and spring and fuinishes 
large quantities of material rich io ni- 
trogen which can be plowed under in 
sullicient season to permit planting oru 
or other cultivated crop. It is in fact a 
crop which interferes with few of the 
reiruliir crops commonly grown on ilie 
farm and yet capable of improving soil 
almost as maeh as the Kwger lived red 
clover. Wblls it is pre-eminently a soil 
improving erop. it will furnish fall and 
and early spring pasture and will make 
considerable hay of fair quality, lied 
clover is proving a failure in so many 
oases that we mast nee aomethinsr to 
take lis place if we are to maintain 
the productiveness of our soils, and 
crimaoa olover la nndonbtedly the best 
substitute we have. 

Many farmers have bad poor success 
with erimson clover, smd tbte has led to 
the belief that it is not adapted to Ken- 
tucky conditions. Most of these failures 
ware donbtless doe to a lack of knowl 
edge of the requirements of the crop and 
careleu and thoughtless methods of 
seeding. Orimson elovar will not suc- 
ceed every year ami the farmer should 
learn when to plant it and when not to. 
It win s n eass d InaMstssssoas, however, 

if rightly handled, and the crop is fjf 
such tremendous value that every farmer 
should make rs p sa t s d tests with it until 
he learns how to grow it or proves de- 
cisively that it cannot be grown on his 
land. The foUowiog inaSmeUoas will 
help the crop to succeed. 

Do not plant in corn or cultivated 
cropis of aajlkiad anless there is aband- 
ant moisture at lime of seeding. 

When planting alone prepare a good 
seed bed. A good seed bed is on* that 
is line and made firm by rolling. 

Cover the seed carefully. Every seed 
not eoversd will probably bs loM. Do 

not cover too deeply, however, or the 
seed may not get up. A clover drill is 
splendid for sowing crimson clover seed, 
Do not sow later than the tint of Sep- 
tember and preferably by the middie of 
.\ugusi. 

Get good seed. Buy it by sample and 
test it for germination. Plant 100 seeds 
in a box of clean sand and keep the sand 
moist. If leas tbsn 90 ssed frow, refuse 
to buy the seed. 

Do not pasture too closely in the fall, 
nor too late, for if you do it will cer- 
tainly winter Icill. 

Do not plant on a poor thin piece of 
land without first fertilizing. In most 
eases an appIication-«f 200 pounds of 
acid phosphate per aera will bs a satis- 
factory treatment. 

Do not plant on wet or poorly drained 
land. No clover will ^.tow on such land.

James A. Carter, bent with the weight 
of his ij|early seveoiy years, wandered 
into polios liwtfqiiarMn yesterday after- 
noon seeking assistance in an etfort to 
looate bis son, Santiago Garter, wbom he 
left HT Vf^ei flD*«'^-ti»i»ek'a ifo.' 

The story related to Captain Greet by 
the aged man was indeed a pathetic one. 
Carter has lived in Doraago nany years. 
His son and the latter's wife and family 
ware born there. liecently. for political 
reaaoos, he mjn, they were driven from 
their hoaiei, k»ing the saviags of a life- 
Use. On Jaly 1 they arrived In El Paso

Not wishing to be a burden on his son, 
the father decided to visit his old home 
at Richmond, Ky. He was furnished 
with money for the trip bj United States 
Consul at Jaures. 

Carter told the police captain that he 
was but a lad when he left Kentucky, 
and in all the years he had never found 
time to return. RAaching Richmond, 
which when he bad last seM it, more 
than balf a century ago. was attrafgling 
little hamlet in which he Itnew every 
one. (Tarter was amazed to find a thriv- 
ing city of manjr thousands of people. 
But among the thousands there was none 
who remembered the aged refugee from 
Mezieo. His relatives were long since 
dead and forgotten. 

With his heart filled with sorrow, the 
old man axain turned his face toward 
the West, where the only friends he had 
known for so matiy years were located. 
Reaching El Paso, be went to the hotel 
where he had left hla son, but the latter 
had left, and no one seemed |0> know 
where he bad gone. 

Captain Oreet«t oace offered to help 
the old man. and detailed an otlicer on 
the case, Carter in the meanwhile being 
made comfortable at the station. 
Investigation disclosed that at Suiuiiigo 
Carter and family bad registered and re- 
mained a few days at the Bimona hotel, 
on Souili El Paso street. The manager 
of the place ipld the police that Carter 
had moved away wttheot giving any in- 
formation as to where Ijo was going. 
The man believed, however, that Ins 
former guest was sttll in the city. 

i \ouiijrer Carter is described as 5 
feel U inches in height, with dark hair 
and terfc ere^ weighing 150 poonds. 
lie is 24 years of age and "a carpenter, 
was born in Mexico and speaks no Eng 
lish. Mrs. Oeirter's first name is Cristina 
and the four children are all small. 

Last night Captain Gieet arranged for 
the elder Carter tojitop at the SImona 
hotel pending the result of the search 
for the son. The old man declares that, 
despite bis adVancM age, he is a good 
carpenter and is able and anxious to 
work and does not wish to be a burden 
upon the city or upon his son in the 
event the latter la kMated.— El Paso, 
Texas, Times.

The Home, in yielding to the Senate 
in the matter of the 20 cent mileage 
grab, goes upon record as being willing 
to aecopr graft after having unctuously 
declared aeainst ii. 

The public, which has every right to 
beae eyaical aboM the actions of Con- 

irress which atfecis tho pockeibooks of 
Congressmen as it is when there is leg- 
lalaiioa adverse to the interesU of the 
masses and advantageous to certain in- 
terests, will hardly credit the Honse 
with strenuous probity. 

The cost of travel per jnile has de- 
creased as the country has grown in 
wealth and population. Oneoftbeprime 
necessities of modern times is transpor- 
tation. Its reasonableness in cost is a 
■etter of the greatest public import- 
ance. Congress has shown itself a\vake 
to this fact and has forwarded the popu- i 
lar movement to bring down the coet 
of both freight and passenger service J 
It costs no more to haul a Congress- 
man than It does to haol a man in pri- 
vate life who pay;i his own transporta- 
tion expenses. The mileage grab is, 
therefore, nothing more or less tlian 
petty graft upon the p^t of every mem- 
ber of Congress. In Ihe aggregate it 
amounts to a <.'ood (leal, but its accept- 
ance is more lamentabte because of its 
vidoosoees in principle than because of 
the effect upon the treasury. 

Ship subsidy, a high protective tariff, 
free tolls for American ships passing 
ihrouifh the Panama Canal are all ex- 
amples of special privilege against which 
this Congress has sternly set iu face. 
No honest defense of the mileage grab 
can be made by the most needy mem- 
ber of Congress.

Dead Letter Office Closed. 

The "dead letter" office in the pos- 
tal department at Washington is no 
more. The last sale of old letters and 
parcels was recently held and realized 
84.500. Eighty employes were disoharg 
ed or transferred to other departments, 
and Uncle Sam is now conducting his 
'"letter business" more efUciently. 

The office was really abolished because 
of the big decrease In lost, misdirected 
or unsigned pieces of mail, and beciuise 
letters addressed to persons who cannot 
be found are more speedily disposed of 
by opening machines and quicK clerk.s. 

But while the "d^ad letter" oftice is 
to be abolished, the misdirected mail 
matter in tho future is be distributed in 
15 cities throughout the country. For 
instance if a Mtter is maitad frbm^pring- 
field, O., to Albany, N Y., and tho ad- 
dress is incorrect and there is no return 
address on the envelope, the letter will 
be sent to Chicago, where it will be 
opened. If information as to the name 
of the sender is-written therein, the let- 
ter will be fonnwded back to Spring- 
field. 

To Benjamin Praaklin probably be- 
longs the distinction of starling the dead 
letter division of the postotlice. When 
the seat of the Federml govemihent was 

in Philadelphia, Frankiin had a bureau 
where misdirected letters were examin- 
ed. The dead letter oflSce was establish- 
ed 'in 1825. Before ISfii) few detailed 
records were kept of the receipts in the 
dead letter office, although one old book 
in the department showed that in 18:t0 
there were 380,000 letters referred to 
that bureau. In 1S59, in response to a 
Senate resolution, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral reported that the receipts of par- 
cels and letten for the year numbered 
2.500.000. 

In 1879 there were 29 men and 90 wo- 
men employed in this bureau and the 
office was mrntioned as "a model of in- 
dustry and punctuality." / 

Last year the force consisted of about 
180 persons aad more than 12 000,000 
pieces of mail matter were, handled, 
■i4ek'ef4l being retaraed to the eead-

that there is a profit of about 40 per 
cent, in a 3-year colt above the cost of 
raising. 

Net cost of producing and growing a colt 
to the age of 3 years, allowing for work 
done, averages #96.54. and the selling 
price averages tl36 17. The leading cost 
is feeding, 54 per cent.; cost of care and 
shelter, 16 per cent.; and the remainder 
is covered by breaking to baiter, by vet- 
erinary servioa and sundry other items.

Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, wile of the 
President of the United Stales, died at 
the While iiouse at 5 o'clock Thursday 
afiemoon, 0th inst. lieath came after 
a brave strugf;le of months against 
Rrighi's disease, with other complica- 
tions. 

The President was completely unnerv- 
ed by the shock and bis grief was heart- 
rending, lie bore up well, however, un 
der the strain and doveladi hioualf to 
bit daughters. 

Tho and came while Mrs. Wilson was 
uneoDseious. Her illness took a turn 
for tha wont abortly before 1 o'clock 
aad froas that tIaM oa she gradaally 

grew worse. 

President Wilson was holding his 
wife's hands and ibeir three daughters, 
Mrs. W. O McAdoo, Mrs. Frances H 
Sayre and Miss Margaret Wilson, were 
kneeling at the bedside when tho end 
oano. "l>octor, I am going: take care 
of Woodrow," were her last words. 

Both Houses of Congress adjourned 
when Mrs. Wilaon's death was announc 
ad and for a brief time the wheels of ilie 
Oovemmaot stopped, wliile every one 
paid rrspect to the President's loss 
Telegrams of sympathy were reeeived 
from all parts of the country, requiring- 
ing three operators to handle the mes- 
sages< 

Telegrams were sent to custodians of

X Mort Rothwell Kled At 
Crab Orchard 

Sunday's Courier- Journal in a special 
from Stanford gives the following ac- 
count of a killing at Crab Orchard: 

J. Mort Rothwell. a prominent law- 
yer, formerly of L:i;icaster, was shot 
and almost instantly killed at Crab Or- 
chard, this county, ten miles from here, 
today (Saiurday), by Dud Slielion. a 
young farmer of the Tlal I.,ick .■section. 
Rothwell and G. W. Shelton, the boy's 
father, were engaged in a dispute over a 
fee-which Rothwell had charged Shel- 
ton and the lie was passed. Rothwell 
then stabbed Siielton and the youth 
came to his father's aid, drawing a gun 
and shooting Rothwell twice through 
the abdomen. Marshal Baaieay, of 
Crab Orchard, attempted to arreal young 
SbeltoB, wben the boy turned tho re- 
volver on the oflleer, a ballot striking 
the tatter's left leg below the knee and 
breaking both bones. Shelton then fled 
to the count ry and is being porsaed by 
Shcritr J G. Weatherford aad a posse 
with bloodhounds. 

Mr. Koihwell was well known in this 
city and was a member uf Richmond 
Com mandery Knights Templar. Hewas 
buried al Lancaster Sunday afternoon 
with Knights Templar honors, a dozen
